Annual  Announcement 

FOR  THE  SESSION  OF  1879-80, 


The  Thirty-Sevekth  Annual  Session  of  Rush  Medi- 
cal College  will  commence  Tuesday  evening,  September 
30th,  1879,  and  will  continue  twenty-one  weeks. 

It  is  well  known  that  the  new  college  building,  with  its 
two  spacious  lecture  rooms,  admirably  provided  with  com- 
fortable seats,  and  sufficient  means  of  heating  and  ventila- 
tion, is  everything  that  can  be  desired. 

The  Chemical  and  Physiological  Laboratories,  the  Museum, 
and  the  Dissecting  room  have  been  supplied  with  additional 
means  for  the  practical  illustration  of  every  important  sub- 
ject in  medical  science. 

The  study  of  Practical  Chemistry  is  a  condition  of  gradu- 
ation, and  will  include  for  the  coming  session  a  course  of 
Urinalysis,  and  such  study  of  Chemical  reactions  as  are  of 
practical  value  to  the  physician. 

The  Trustees  have  by  recent  action  created  a  Professorship 
of  Gynaecology,  and  have  appointed  Prof.  W.  H.  Byford  to  fill 
the  new  position.  Prof.  Byford  has  so  long  enjoyed  such  high 
national,  as  well  as  local  reputation,  that  it  is  unnecessary  to 
dwell  on  the  advantages  which  the  college  and  its  students 
will  derive  from  this  acquisition. 

The  ^Trustees  have  also  appointed  Prof.  J.  Nevins  Hyde 
and  Prof.  J.  E.  Owens,  who  have  long  been  favorably  known 
to  the  alumni  and  students  of  the  college  respectively,  to  the 
chairs  of  Dermatology  and  Venereal  Diseases  and  of  Ortho- 
paedic Surgery. 

The  Faculty  are  convinced  that  the  general  system  of  med- 
ical education  which  has  hitherto  been  pursued  in  this  College 
affords  the  best  facilities  to  the  largest  number  of  students. 

While  insisting,  as  heretofore,  upon  three  full  years  of 
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study,  the  Faculty  desire  that  as  many  as  possible  of  the 
matriculates  in  this  institution  shall  pursue  their  studies  at 
this  college  during  the  winter  and  spring  terms  of  at  least 
two,  if  not  three,  years.  During  each  of  these  four  (or  six) 
terms,  students,  who  place  themselves  for  this  period  under 
the  immediate  direction  of  the  Faculty,  are  advised  to  keep 
up  their  studies  in  anatomy,  physiology  and  chemistry,  as 
the  ground-work  of  their  professional  studies.  At  the  close 
of  every  term,  as  an  incentive  to  industry,  such  students  will 
be  examined,  and  to  each  one  will  be  recommended  an  appro- 
priate course  of  study  and  clinical  observation  for  the  ensuing 
term.  The  final  examination  will  cover  the  whole  field  of 
study.  To  every  graduate  who  has  faithfully  complied  with 
the  foregoing  provisions,  in  addition  to  the  ordinary  diploma, 
will  be  awarded  a  special  certificate  of  honor,  signed  both  by 
the  Faculty  of  the  College  and  by  the  Spring  Faculty.  All 
who  intend  to  pursue  this  course  are  requested  to  signify  such 
intention  at  the  time  of  their  matriculation. 

Students  of  the  College,  and  those  who  are  pursuing  their 
studies  elsewhere  with  the  intention  of  completing  their 
collegiate  course  at  this  institution,  are  urged  to  follow,  as 
far  as  possible,  the  following  schedule  of  lectures  and  studies. 
It  is  desirable  that  they  should  matriculate  at  the  commence- 
ment of  the  spring  course. 

The  daily  order  of  lectures  and  clinics  at  the  Hospital  and 
Dispensaries  will  be  arranged  in  accordance  with  this  sched- 
ule, not  only  to  accommodate  beginners,  but,  also,  advanced 
students,  and  practitioners  who  desire  to  review  their  studies. 

As  the  spring  course  has  become  a  most  important  addition 
to  the  College  work,  the  period  of  study  required  for  gradua- 
tion is  divided  into  six  terms.  The  following  schedule  of 
studies  has  been  adapted  to  the  wants  and  convenience  of 
students  during  each  period  of  their  progress,  whether  they 
are  in  the  college  or  preparing  to  enter.  There  is  reason  to 
believe  that  it  is  of  far  greater  advantage  to  the  student,  dur- 
ing his  collegiate  course,  to  study  and  carefully  review  a 
single  text-book  in  each  department  of  medicine,  than  cur- 
sorily to  read  several.     Students  are,  therefore,  recommended 
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to  confine  their  reading  to  those  text-books,  and  those  por- 
tions of  the  same  designated  in  this  schedule  for  each  term.

Practitioners  who  receive  students  are  recommended  to 
direct  their  studies  in  accordance  with  the  following  schedule 
and  to  use  the  above  text-books. 

They  are  urged  to  advise  young  men  not  to  enter  upon 
their  professional  studies  till  they  have  acquired  a  good  Eng- 
lish education  —  especially  in  the  fundamental  principles  of 
natural  philosophy.  County  and  district  medical  societies 
are  requested  to  take  special  interest  in  this  subject,  for  the 
Faculty  believe  that  on  the  practitioners  of  the  country,  as  well 
as  on  the  medical  colleges,  rests  the  responsibility  of  advancing 
the  standard  of  scholarship  in  the  profession.

The  College  is  in  close  proximity  to  the  Cook  County 
Hospital.     This  hospital,  standing  on  a  block  of  twelve 
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acres  of  land,  has  been  erected  at  a  cost  of  nearly  half  a 
million  of  dollars. 

It  consists  of  two  large  pavilions,  each  four  stories  high, 
and  one  hundred  and  eighty  feet  long  —  a  large  clinical  am- 
phitheater —  separate  buildings  for  the  kitchen,  laundry, 
bakery  and  steam-heating  apparatus  —  all  connected  by  long 
covered  corridors. 

The  amphitheater  of  the  hospital,  with  a  seating  capacity 
for  six  hundred  persons,  is  the  clinical  room  in  which  all  the 
surgical,  medical  and  special  clinics  are  held.  Two  thousand 
eight  hundred  patients  were  treated  at  the  hospital  during 
the  past  year;  nearly  one  hundred  and  fifty  important  surgi- 
cal operations  were  performed,  of  which  twenty  were  capital 
amputations. 

In  the  rear  of  the  hospital  is  the  Mortuary  or  Necropsy 
Theater,  in  which  are  held  all  the  post  mortem  examinations 
of  the  hospital,  of  which  more  than  one  hundred  were  made 
during  the  past  year.  Most  ample  opportunities  will  be 
given  for  the  complete  study  of  the  gross  as  well  as  of  the 
microscopic  appearances  produced  by  disease. 

OTHER  CLINICS. 

Prof.  Gunn  will  continue  his  regular  Saturday  afternoon 
Surgical  Clinic  at  the  college  throughout  the  year. 

There  will  be  a  clinic  on  Diseases  of  the  Nervous  System, 
by  Prof.  Lyman,  every  Thursday  afternoon  at  3  o'clock, 
throughout  the  year. 

A  clinic  on  Skin  and  Venereal  Diseases  will  be  given 
every  Monday,  by  Prof.  Hyde,  at  2  o'clock. 

A  Medical  clinic  will  be  given  every  Monday,  at  3  o'clock, 
by  Dr.  Bridge. 

Prof.  Ross  will  give,  each  week,  one^General  Medical  Clinic 
at  the  County  Hospital,  and  one  clinic  on^Diseases  of  the 
Heart  and  Lungs  at  the  college.  He  will  also  provide  for 
special  instruction  in  physical  diagnosis. 

Prof.  Holmes  will  give  regular  clinical  instruction  at  the 
Illinois  Charitable  Eye  and  Ear  Infirmary,  N.  W.  corner 
of  Adams  and  Peoria  streets,  every  Monday  afternoon. 
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During  the  past  year  nearly  2,000  patients  have  received 
treatment  at  the  Infirmary.  An  excellent  opportunity  is 
afforded  for  studying  the  diagnosis  and  the  medical  and  sur- 
gical treatment  of  diseases  of  the  eye  and  ear. 

Prof.  Holmes  will  also  give  private  instruction  in  the  use 
of  the  ophthalmoscope,  the  adaptation  of  spectacles,  and 
methods  of  examining  the  ear. 

Extraordinary  opportunities  are  offered  to  students  and 
Practitioners  for  clinical  instruction  at  the  Central  Free 
Dispensary,  which  occupies  the  first  floor  of  the  College 
building.  More  than  eighty-five  hundred  different  patients 
received  treatment  in  this  dispensary  during  the  past  year. 
These  patients  are  classified  according  to  their  diseases. 
Every  opportunity  is  afforded  for  the  study  of  specialties. 

Under  the  direction  of  the  Professor  of  Clinical  Medicine, 
advanced  students  who  so  desire,  will  be  divided  into  classes, 
each  class  being  assigned  for  two  weeks  to  one  of  the  Special 
Departments  of  the  Dispensary,  where  individual  instruction 
will  be  given  by  the  attending  physicians.  The  students 
will  be  specially  drilled  in  the  methodical  examination  of 
patients,  the  taking  of  histories,  the  writing  of  prescriptions, 
etc.  At  the  end  of  the  two  weeks  each  class  will  be  trans- 
ferred to  a  second  special  department,  then  to  a  third,  and  so 
on  until  the  entire  round  of  the  departments  has  been  made.

GRADUATION. 

The  following  are  the  requirements  for  the  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Medicine: 

1st.  The  candidate  must  be  twenty-one  years  of  age,  and 
must  give  satisfactory  evidence  of  possessing  a  good  moral 
character,  with  such  primary  education  as  is  clearly  requisite 
for  a  proper  standing  with  the  public  and  the  profession. 

2d.  He  must  have  pursued  the  study  of  medicine  three 
years,  and  have  attended  at  least  two  full  courses  of  lectures, 
of  which  the  first  one  may  have  been  in  some  other  recog- 
nized medical  college,  and  the  last  in  this  institution.  The 
lectures  of  the  spring  term  cannot  be  reckoned  as  "  a  course 
of  lectures  "  in  this  requirement. 

3d.  He  must  have  attended  clinical  instruction  during  at 
least  one  college  term. 

4th.  He  must  have  pursued  the  study  of  Practical 
Anatomy,  under  the  direction  of  the  Demonstrator,  and  to 
the  extent  of  having  dissected  each  region  of  the  body. 

5th.  He  must  have  taken  one  course  in  practical  chemistry, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Professor  of  Chemistry. 

6th.  He  must  notify  the  Secretary  of  the  Faculty  of  his 
intention  to  become  a  candidate,  depositing  the  amount  of 
the  graduation  fee  with  the  Treasurer,  on  or  before  the  20th 
day  of  January.  In  case  the  candidate  fails  to  graduate,  the 
fee  is  returned  to  him. 

7th.  Every  candidate  must  undergo  a  full  and  satisfactory 
written  or  oral  examination  on  each  branch  taught  in  the 
College.

DIRECTIONS  TO  STUDENTS. 

Students  will  matriculate,  and  obtain  their  tickets  at  the 
College,  from  the  Treasurer,  Professor  Gunn,  or  from  Mr. 
Frank  J.  Gould,  College  Clerk. 

Students  may  select  their  seats  in  the  lecture  rooms  when 
they  take  their  tickets,  or  the  Treasurer  will  select  for  them, 
on  receipt  of  the  matriculation  fee  previous  to  the  opening 
of  the  session;  but  seats  thus  preempted,  if  not  occupied  before 
the  end  of  the  second  week  of  the  term,  will  be  forfeited  and 
assigned  to  students  who  are  present  to  occupy  them.

ARTICLES  OF  CONFEDERATION 

(To  be  Subscribed  and  Conformed  to  by  all  the  Colleges  of  the  Association.) 


ARTICLE   I.      OF   THE   FACULTY. 

The  medical  members  of  the  Faculty  must  be  regular 
graduates  or  licentiates  and  practitioners  of  medicine,  in 
good  standing,  using  the  word  "regular"  in  the  sense  com- 
monly understood  in  the  medical  profession. 

ARTICLE   II.      OF   TUITION". 

Section"  1.  The  scheme  of  tuition  shall  provide  for  a 
yearly  systematic  course  of  instruction,  covering  the  general 
topics  of  Anatomy,  including  Dissections,  Physiology,  Chem- 
istry, Materia  Medica  and  Therapeutics,  Obstetrics,  Surgery, 
Pathology  and  Practice  of  Medicine.  The  collegiate  session, 
wherein  this  course  is  given,  shall  be  understood  as  the 
"  regular  "  session. 

Sec.  2.  Said  regular  session  shall  not  be  less  than  twenty 
weeks  in  duration.  This  section  to  go  in  force  at  and  after 
the  session  of  1879-80. 

Sec.  3.  Not  more  than  one  regular  session,  counting  the 
regular  session  as  one  of  the  two  courses  of  instruction  re- 
quired for  graduation,  shall  be  held  in  the  same  year. 

ARTICLE   III.      REQUIREMENTS   FOR   GRADUATION". 

No  person,  whether  a  graduate  in  medicine  or  not,  shall  be 
given  a  diploma  of  "  Doctor  of  Medicine,"  who  shall  not  have 
fulfilled  the  following  requirements,  except  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided for  in  Article  IV: 
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1.  He  must  produce  satisfactory  evidence  of  good  moral 
character,  and  of  having  attained  the  age  of  twenty-one 
years. 

2.  He  must  file  a  satisfactory  certificate  of  having  studied 
medicine  for  at  least  three  years  under  a  regular  graduate,  or 
licentiate  and  practitioner  of  medicine,  in  good  standing,  using 
the  word  "regular"  in  the  sense  commonly  understood  in  the 
medical  profession.  No  candidate  shall  be  eligible  for  final 
examination  for  graduation,  unless  his  term  of  three  years 
study  shall  have  been  completed,  or  shall  expire  at  a  date  not 
later  than  three  months  after  the  close  of  the  final  examina- 
tions; this  clause  to  take  effect  at  and  after  the  session  of 
1879-80. 

3.  He  must  file  the  proper  official  evidence  that,  during 
the  above-mentioned  three  years,  he  has  matriculated  at  some 
affiliated  college  or  colleges,  for  two  regular  sessions,  and  in 
the  course  of  the  same  (except  as  provided  in  4)  has  attended 
two  full  courses  of  instruction  on  the  seven  topics  mentioned 
in  Article  II.  But  the  latter,  at  least,  of  the  two  full  courses 
must  have  been  attended  at  the  college  issuing  the  diploma. 
No  two  consecutive  courses  of  instruction  shall  be  held  as 
satisfying  the  above  requirements  unless  the  time  between 
the  beginning  of  the  first  course  and  the  end  of  the  second 
is  greater  than  fifteen  months. 

4.  In  case  a  college  shall  adopt  a  systematic  graduated 
scheme  of  tuition,  attendance  on  the  whole  of  the  same  shall 
be  equivalent  to  the  requirements  mentioned  in  3,  provided 
such  scheme  includes  instruction  in  the  seven  topics  men- 
tioned in  Article  II,  and  requires  attendance  at  at  least  two 
yearly  regular  Collegiate  Sessions  of  not  less  than  twenty 
weeks1  duration  each. 

5.  The  candidate  must  have  passed  a  personal  examination 
before  the  Faculty  on  all  seven  of  the  branches  of  medicine 
mentioned  in  Article  II. 

6.  He  must  have  paid  in  full  all  College  dues,  including 
the  graduation  fee. 

AKTICLE   IV.      OF   HONORARY   DEGREES. 

An  honorary  degree  of  "Doctor  in  Medicine"  may  be 
granted  in  numbers  not  exceeding  one  yearly,  to  distinguished 
physicians  or  scientific  men  of  over  forty  years  of  age.  But 
in  such  case  the  diploma  shall  bear  across  its  face  the  word 
"  Honorary,"  in  conspicuous  characters,  and  the  same  word 
shall  always  be  appended  to  the  name  of  the  recipient  in  all 
lists  of  graduates. 
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ARTICLE    V.      OF    FEES. 

Section  1.  All  fees  shall  be  paid  in  lawful  money,  and  no 
promissory  notes  or  promises  to  pay  shall  be  accepted  in  lieu 
of  cash  for  payment  of  fees. 

Sec.  2.  No  ticket,  or  other  certificate  of  attendance  upon 
college  exercises,  shall  be  issued  to  any  student  until  the  dues 
for  the  same  shall  have  been  fully  paid. 

Sec.  3.  The  established  fees  for  the  exercises  of  the  regu- 
lar session,  except  the  matriculation  fee,  graduation  fee,  fee 
for  dissections,  may  be  reduced  not  more  than  one-half  to 
graduates  of  other  affiliated  colleges  of  less  than  three  years' 
standing,  and  to  under-graduates  of  the  same  who  have 
already  attended  two  full  courses  of  the  instruction  of  the 
regular  session. 

Sec.  4.  The  same  fees  may  be  remitted  altogether  to  a 
college's  own  alumni,  to  graduates  of  other  affiliated  colleges 
of  three  years'  standing  —  the  three  times  dating  from  the 
time  of  graduation  and  ending  at  the  close  of  the  regular 
session  for  which  the  tickets  are  given  —  to  under-graduates 
who  have  already  attended  two  full  courses  of  the  instruction 
of  the  regular  session,  the  latter  of  which,  at  least,  shall  have 
been  in  the  college  making  the  remission,  and  to  theological 
students,  when  not  candidates  for  a  diploma. 

Sec.  5.  The  same  fees  may  be  reduced  or  remitted  to  de- 
serving indigent  students,  to  a  number  not  exceeding  five  per 
cent,  of  the  number  of  matriculants  at  the  previous  regular 
session  of  the  college. 

Sec.  6.  Under  no  circumstances  whatever,  other  than  the 
above,  shall  the  Faculties,  or  any  members  of  the  same,  grant, 
upon  their  own  authority,  any  remissions  or  reductions  of  es- 
tablished fees.  And  it  is  distinctly  understood  and  agreed 
that  the  Faculties  will  discountenance  and  oppose  the  author- 
izing by  governing  Boards  of  the  admission  of  individual  stu- 
dents upon  other  than  the  regularly  established  charges  for 
their  grade. 

Sec.  7.  Remission  or  reduction  of  fees  for  other  exercises 
than  those  of  the  regular  session,  return  to  a  student  of  any 
moneys  after  payment  of  fees,  or  an  appropriation  of  funds 
of  the  college  for  payment  of  any  student's  fees,  or  part 
thereof,  shall  be  deemed  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this 
article  in  regard  to  remission  or  reduction  of  fees. 

ARTICLE  YI.   OF  RECOGNITION  OF  OTHER  COLLEGES. 

No  college  shall  admit  to  the  privileges  accorded  in  Articles 
III  and  V  the  students  or  graduates  of  any  college  which, 
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during  any  period  of  the  student's  or  graduate's  pupilage 
shall  have  been  excluded  from  the  list  of  affiliated  colleges 
recognized  by  the  Association. 

ARTICLE   VII.      AMENDMENTS. 

Amendments  to  these  articles  shall  be  proposed  and  adopted 
in  the  manner  prescribed  for  amendments  to  the  Constitution. 


At  the  meeting  of  the  association,  held  June  7,  1877,  the 
following  resolution  was  passed:  "That  each  confederated 
college  shall  publish,  in  its  annual  circular  and  catalogue, 
the  names  of  all  confederated  and  affiliated  colleges,  begin- 
ning with  their  announcements  for  1878-79."

THE  TWENTIETH  ANNUAL  SPRING  SESSION  of  Rush 
Medical  College  will  begin  on  the  6th  of  March,  1879,  and  will  con- 
tinue sixteen  weeks,  closing  June  26th. 

The  spring  term  in  this  college  is  a  complete  course  of  medical 
instruction — as  full  and  complete  in  all  departments'  as  the  usual 
regular  course  of  lectures  in  medical  colleges. 

In  several  departments  the  studies  are  so  varied  as  to  allow  cer- 
tain subjects  to  be  considered  and  methods  introduced  for  which 
there  is  insufficient  time  during  the  winter  term.  This  is  especially 
true  of  the  department  of  chemistry,  in  which  there  are  thorough 
practical  work  in  the  laboratory,  and  recitations  in  the  class- 
room. 

The  spring  term  cannot  be  taken  as  a  "  course  of  lectures"  in  the 
conditions  of  graduation. 

At  the  close  of  the  term  an  examination  will  be  held,  and  students 
will  receive  certificates  indicating  their  attendance  and  grade  of 
examination,  marked  on  a  scale  of  ten.  The  grade  will  be  the  av- 
erage standing  in  all  the  branches  attended.  Students  who  prefer 
to  attend  only  a  part  of  the  branches  taught,  according  to  the 
schedule  of  studies  advised  in  the  annual  announcement,  may  do  so 
and  be  relieved  from  examination  in  other  departments.  But  in 
the  studies  taken  a  correspondingly  higher  standing  will  be  exacted 
to  attain  a  given  grade. 

The  Faculty  are  convinced  that  the  general  system  of  medical 
education  which  has  hitherto  been  pursued  in  this  college,  affords 
the  best  facilities  to  the  largest  number  of  students. 

While  insisting,  as  heretofore,  upon  three  full  years  of  study,  the 
Faculty  desire  that  as  many  as  possible  of  the  matriculates  in  this 
institution  shall  pursue  their  studies  at  this  college  during  the  win- 
ter and  spring  terms  of  at  least  two,  if  not  three  years.  During 
each  of  these  four  (or  six)  terms,  students,  who  place  themselves 
for  this  period  under  the  immediate  direction  of  the  Faculty,  are 
advised  to  devote  special  attention  to  anatomy,  physiology  and 
chemistry,  as  the  ground-work  of  their  professional  studies. 
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At  the  close  of  every  term,  as  an  incentive  to  industry,  such  stu- 
dents will  be  examined,  and  to  each  one  will  be  recommended  an 
appropriate  course  of  study  and  clinical  observation  for  the  ensuing 
term.  The  final  examination  will  cover  the  whole  field,  of  study. 
To  every  graduate  who  has  faithfully  complied  with  the  foregoing 
provisions,  in  addition  to  the  ordinary  diploma,  will  be  awarded  a 
special  certificate  of  honor,  signed  by  the  Spring  Faculty  and  by 
the  Faculty  of  the  college.  All  who  intend  to  pursue  this  course 
are  requested  to  signify  such  intention  at  the  time  of  their  matricu- 
lation. 

Candidates  for  the  certificate  of  honor  will  be  required  to  pass  at 
the  close  of  the  spring  term  but  one  examination,  that  being  the 
regular  examination  described  on  the  previous  page. 

There  is  reason  to  believe  that  it  is  of  far  greater  advantage  to 
the  student,  during  his  collegiate  course,  to  study  and  carefully  re- 
view a  single  text-book  in  each  department  of  medicine,  than  cur- 
sorily to  read  several.  Students  are,  therefore,  recommended  to 
confine  their  reading  to  the  following

The  college  is  provided  with  a  thoroughly  furnished  student's 
laboratory  for  practical  chemistry.  There  are  tables — lead  covered 
— with  gas  and  wash  basins,  cases,  and  all   necessary  conveniences. 

Here  Professor  Haines  will  give  a  special  course  in  practical 
chemistry,  devoting  to  the  work  three  afternoons  of  each  week. 
The  course  will  include  a  brief  series  of  experiments  in  qualitative 
analysis,  urinalysis  and  toxicology.  The  student  will  make  the  an- 
alyses and  examinations  himself,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Pro- 
fessor. 

Since  a  course  in  practical  chemistry  has  been  made  one  of  the 
requirements  for  graduation  in  this  college,  students  will  find 
the  spring  term  a  most  convenient  time  for  the  pursuit  of  this 
study.

A  Surgical  clinic  will  be  given  by  Professor  Gunn  every  Satur- 
day, a  clinic  on  Diseases  of  the  Chest  by  Professor  Ross  and  one 
on  Diseases  of  the  Nervous  System  by  Professor  Lyman,  every 
Thursday,  a  clinic  on  Dermatology  and  Venereal  Diseases  by  Dr. 
Hyde  and  a  Medical  clinic  by  Dr.  Bridge,  every  Monday,  through- 
out the  year. 

IN   THE   COUNTY   HOSPITAL. 

(Opposite  the  College  Building.) 

The  regular  clinics  will  continue  during  the  term.  These  consist 
of  two  Medical  clinics  each  week,  given  by  Prof.  Ross,  Prof.  Bevan 
or  Dr.  McWilliams;  two  Surgical  clinics,  on  the  same  days  with  the 
Medical  clinics,  given  by  Prof.  Parkes  or  Prof.  Isham;  one  Gynae- 
cological clinic  each  week,  by  Dr.  Hessert  or  Dr.  Guerin,  and  one 
on  Diseases  of  the  Eye  and  Ear  by  Dr.  Jacobson. 

These  clinics  will  be  given  in  the  amphitheatre  of  the  hospital. 

One  lecture  on  Pathological  Anatomy  will  be  given  each  week, 
in  the  Necropsy  theatre,  by  Dr.  Chr.  Fenger,  Pathologist  to  the 
Hospital. 

There  were  admitted  to  this  hospital  during  the  past  year  over 
2,000  patients.     Over  200  important  operations  were  performed. 

AT   THE   ILLINOIS   CHARITABLE   EYE   AND   EAR   INFIRMARY. 

(Cor.  of  Peoria  and  Adams  Streets.) 

The  new  clinic  and  operating  rooms  of  this  institution  have  re- 
cently been  completed. 

During  the  past  year  more  than  1,600  patients  received  treatment 
at  the  Infirmary;  270  operations  were  performed. 

There  will  be  given,  during  each  week  of  the  session,  one  clinic 
by  Professor  Holmes  and  one  by  Dr.  Hotz. 

AT   THE,  CENTRAL   DISPENSARY. 

Extraordinary  opportunities  are  offered  to  students  and  prac- 
titioners for  clinical  instruction  at  the  Central  Free  Dispensary, 
which  occupies  the  first  floor  of  the  College  building.  More  than 
eleven  thousand  different  patients  received  treatment  in  this  dis- 
pensary during  the  past  year.  These  patients  are  classified  accord- 
ing to  their  diseases.  Every  opportunity  is  afforded  for  the  study 
of  specialties. 
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Each  week  one  clinic  will  be  given  by  each  of  the  following  named 
gentlemen: 

Dr.  Adolphus,  on  Gynaecology;  Professor  Etheridge,  on  Gynae- 
cology; Dr.  Ingals,  on  Diseases  of  the  Chest;  Dr.  D.  W.  Graham, 
on  Surgery;  Dr.  W.  J.  Maynard,  on  Dermatology  and  Venereal 
Diseases;  Dr.  R.  S.  Hall,  on  Diseases  of  Children;  Dr.  E.  B. 
Loomis,  on  Surgery;  Dr.  R.  D.  MacArthur,  on  Skin  and  Venereal 
Diseases. 

In  the  obstetrical  department  of  the  Dispensary  opportunity  is 
ofiven  for  a  limited  number  of  advanced  students  to  attend  cases 
under  instruction  of  the  regular  obstetrician.
